The undersigned provisionally elects Group I (Claims 1-6) with traverse. 

Remarks 

Restriction has been required to one of Group I (Claims 1-6), Group II (Claims 7-11) and 
Group m (Claims 12-16). 

As indicated above, the undersigned provisionally elects Group I (Claims 1-6) with 
traverse. Traverse is on the basis that all three groups should have the same area of search. 
Therefore, the groups do not have independent classification and the "independent" requirement 
of 35 U.S.C. 121 is not met. Withdrawal of the restriction requirement and examination of all 
claims is requested. 




It is noted that the diseases mentioned for Group II (page 17, lines 19-20 of the 
application as filed) are included in those recited for Group I (page 3, line 8 of the application as 
filed). Thus, if the claims of Group I are found to be allowable, the claims of Group II should also 
be allowable.
